Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 8, 10-12 and 14-16 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are 
allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, disclose nor make 
obvious the claimed method for depositing a softening lotion on an absorbent paper. The 
closest cited prior art (Vinson et al.) teaches a method for applying a liquid dispersion to a 
tissue paper by first spraying it to the heated transfer surface and then transferring it to the 
tissue paper (see col. 18), but fails to teach direct air spraying of the dispersion to the paper 
under pressure as required by the instant claims. Therefore, the instantly claimed invention is 
patently distinct from the closest prior art.
